Nobel prize for literature today was 
awarded the Russian author, Ivan 
Alexeyevich Bunin, 63 years old. 


Bunin is a poet and novelist, born 


October 10, 1870, of a noble family 
of Voronesh. 
He won the Pushkin prize, the 


highest academic distinction under 
the czar, for his poetry which he 
started publishing in 1889 and won 
t again for his translation into 
Russian of Longfellow's Hiawatha. 
His poetry is described as impas- 


sive and of classic simplicity. 


His most recent book "The Well 


of Days," was recently published in 
England. 
An exile from soviet Russia, he 


was reported in March of 1927 to 
be ill and in poverty in Paris.

OMAHA, Nov. 9—(AP)—Gen. 


Hugh S. Johnson last ngiht carried 
the banner of the Blue Eagle into 
Nebraska and, after a bristling half 
hour's speech before a crowd of 
5,000 at the city auditorium, went 
on to Kansas City, where he speaks 
today. 
Johnson came here visibly eiated 
at the reception given him in Des 
Moines, where, he said, he had ex- 
pected heckling but had found a 
"marvelous welcome," and left here 
further cheered by the ardor with 
which Omaha received and ap- 
plauded his address. 
The general, national NRA chief, 
told this agricultural center that 
"unless I miss my guess, you are 
going to feel the concentration oi 
all these powerful influences out 
here in a few weeks." 
These "powerful influences" to 


which he referred were the NRA, 
the AAA, the farm loan adminis- 
tration and other relief programs 
placed in the field by President 
Roosevelt, who, said Johnson, has 
in seven months through his pro- 
grams "lifted us one-fourth of the 
way to the correction of a 12-year 
blunder and the crash and ruin 
thereof."Organization Needed. 
He frankly recognized the fact 
that in Nebraska there has been 
considerable criticism of the farm 
loan administration and asked his 
hearers to "give it a chance."

States, if their two-day battle for 
the control of the government is 
not decided by 3 p. m. 
At the same time they warned 
the public to stay off the streets as 
they intended to fly airplanes over 
;he city and bomb the palace of 
President Grau San Martin at that 
hour. 


They also specified 3 p. m., as 
ihe moment for dynamiting all ve- 
hicles found on the streets. 
Around noon the artillery fire 


trained on the famous old Atares 
fortress, where more than 2,000 
rebels defy the government, grew 
desultory, but the defenders stead- 
fastly continued to man their guns. 


Col. Fulgencio Batista, leader of 
the army, placed two more field 
pieces in Belascoain street near the 
Ford motor agency and other pieces 
at street crossings, from where they 
were fired in three'directions. 
Several American families, in-- 


eluding that of Howard Tewkes- 
bury, assistant commercial attache 
in the United States embassy, were 
warned that their homes were in 
danger of being sacked. 
The rebels had smuggled arms 
and munitions throughout the night 
into Atares fortress, consolidating 
their positions on the second day 
of their uprising.

"You can take one step to reduce 
taxes locally." the senator said,

all that is necessary to bring this 
about is a "good honest study of 
the situation." 
Partisaiusm is the foremost evil 
of governmental success and good 
legislation, and it is the greatest 
stumbling block in overcoming the 
tricks of a political machine, he 
said. 
"The Nebraska Association 
of 
County Taxpayers leagues will find 
itself up against special interests," 
Noms said. For this reason he held 
that the league is starting its work 
of correction of taxation at the 
wrong end. 
The system of a 
house-senate 


conference committee was assailed 
as the most evil "of all our present 
systems. 
"Here is the place where the lob- 
byists operate, where bills are 
pigeon-holed, and the machine is 
given full sway." He showed how 
"This great ailment" in government 
would be done away with in a one- 
house legislature plan. 
"One thing that is important in 
any legislature is that there shall 
be no power anywhere in it to per- 
mit the shifting of responsibility.

Plan Would Change 
Italy's Industrial Cap- 


italizing System. 


ROME, Nov. 9— OP) —Premier 


Mussolini today asked the chamber 
of deputies to approve a decree 
'whereby the government may guar- 
antee and participate in stocks 
issues of private companies and 
guarantee the principal and pay- 
ment of dividends to stockholders. 


The proposed law would trans- 


form the whole industrial capitaliz- 
ing system of Italy, and is intend- 
ed to guarantee dividends to stock 
subscribers regardless of the com- 
panies' conditions. 
If the company is profitable, ad- 


ditional dividends will be added. 


The 
government will operate 


through the industrial reconstruc- 
tion institute which is similar to 
the American Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation. 


Institute's First Step. 
The institute's first step is to 


guarantee a 400,000,000 lire ($32,- 
000,000) issue of bonds for the new 
Piedmont Telephone 09. 
This move was provided for by 


Mussolini Tuesday when the en- 
forced reduction of the capitaliza- 
tion of the Piedmont Hydroelectric 
Co., one of the four largest Italian 
corporations, was revealed. 


The capital was reduced from 


847,000,000 lire ($67,760,000) to 339,- 
000,000 lire ($27,120,000.) 


The premier then separated the 
telephone services from the Pird- 
mont Hydroelectric Co., combining 
these services into one company for 
which the bond issue was' an- 
nounced. 


Drastic Financial Change. 


Financial circles said today that 


owing to the public's traditional 
preference for government securi- 
ties, this may result in government 
financing of all industry—with the 
government not only controlling 
the operation of industry as it does 
at present under the corporative 
state, but even sources of invest- 
ment for indvstry. 


For the present, the- reconstruc- 


tion institute's activities will be 
confined to industries fundament- 
ally sound but temporarily in dif- 
ficulties.

while the government of President 
Grau San Martin held 
out the 
threat of prompt courtmartlal am 
perhaps execution for all those par- 
ticipating in the revolt. 
At the same time, a state of war 


proclaimed by the president existed 
island-wide and newspapers were 
published under the shadow of 
presidential order that any editor 
printing "alarming news" be court- 
martialed. 
Slipping quietly away from San 
Ambrosio fortress and the Dragones 
barracks while Colonel Pulgencio's 
loyal troops prepared to attack 
those strongholds at dawn, more 
than 2,000 members of the A B C 
secret society, soldiers and police- 
men entered Atares fortress, rein- 
forcing the revel garrison there. 
Not a Single Shot Fired.

Secretary Hull and Maxim Litvinoff 
sought to sweep aside today the few 
preliminary issues left before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's vision of a new 
Russo-American relationship can be- 
come a reality. 
Spurring the two statesmen in 
their third state department meet- 
ing was the pace set by Mr. Roo- 
sevelt in his own swift and friendly 
dealings with the soviet commissar. 


Chat After Lunch. 
Without waiting for a formal 
business engagement, the president 
used an after-luncheon hour to chat 
personally with the Russian envoy. 
Litvinoif came away pleased with 
the progress toward the goal of his 
visit—formal diplomatic recogntion. 
He and Hull wanted to polish their 
understandings and send the whole 
question to the White house 
lor 
President Roosevelt's final say. 
Stress Saturday Date. 
Both sides were bound for the 
moment to a silence broken only by 
two joint and tersely formal com- 
muniques. But some quarters re- 
garded as significant the reply of 
Litvinoff's party when a Saturday 
social function was suggested. The 
visitors said it would depend on 
whether the soviet foreign minister 
still is in Washington. 
Also stressed in official circles 
was Hull's departure Saturday for 
the Pan-American economic confer- 
ence. Many believed Mr. Roosevelt 
wanted to reach his decision with 
his secretary of state in the capital. 
Expect Friday Announcement. 


For this reason, some thought the 
president's customary meeting with 
the press Friday afternoon might be 
the setting for a significant an- 
nouncement on Russian relations. 


A meeting 
today between the 
president and Litvinoff hinged on 
progress in the Hull-Litvinoff talks. 
Aside from his state department 
call, the soviet commissar planned 
to attend a luncheon given in his 
honor by Hull, and a dinner ar- 
ranged &t the Turkish embassy by 
his old friend.

The body of Mrs. O. J Collman, 


fomerly of Nebraska, who died in 
Ocean Park Cal, Tuesday, will b3 
brought to Lincoln for funeral ser- 
vices and burial soon. 


Mrs Collman, who was about 70 


years old, was the daughter of Al- 
geron S Paddock, last secretary of 
the territory of Nebraska and for a 
brief time, Mav 6 to 15, 1861, acting 
governor of the territory.

"UNCLE" ANDY AND 


"BOSS" BILL. 


MTHE earthquake hit Philadelphia and Pittsburgh. 
•"• When its rumblings ceased, the mighty political 
biachlnes built up in Philadelphia under the lead- 
ership of "Boss" William Vare, and in Pittsburgh 
through the Mellon family, for which the former 
•ecretary of the treasury, Andrew Mellon is the 
fcpokesman, had been reduced to ruins. 


The result is so startling that its significance is un- 


fcppreciated in other sections of the country. 


There has been a great deal said about the ruth- 


tessness and the smooth irresistible functioning of 
Tammany. But never in its palmiest days was Tam- 
taiany able to ride through and over opposition with 
the facility of the Vare machine. Its majorities were 
Bo huge that it was in a position to dominate and 
fcontrol the politics of the state of Pennsylvania, 
through a closely knit alliance with the Mellon in- 
terests in Pittsburgh. It has held undisputed sway 
Bince Vare and Mellon succeeded to the sceptre of the 
earlier Pennsylvania bosses. It sent Vare to the 
United States senate, only to have that body refuse 
him his seat. It ran roughshod over the hard fight- 
tog Pinchot on two occasions, but the results Tues- 
day must have been sweet revenge for the chief exec- 
utive of the Keystone state. 


In Pittsburgh, the Mellons encountered more diffi- 


tlculty In perpetuating themselves, although when the 
"Issue was drawn closely, generally they were tri- 
umphant. 


So much has been said about Tammany, and its 


youthful offspring in Kansas City, the democratic 
taachine built up through the efforts of "Boss" Pen- 
dergast, that it should be recognized machine poli- 
tics plays no favorites. 


The Thompson-Small ring in the city of Chicago 


tad in the state of Illinois, the Vare gang in Phila- 
delphia, and the Mellon machine in Pittsburgh have 
symbolized boss rule in politics as vividly and as ef- 
fectively as any place in the United States. It was 
In the republican party that these men worked. The 
revelations of their methods in controlling elections 
Jnatch the best which Tammany could offer, and 
particularly in. the case of Vare, the abuse was of 
such character as to arouse widespread condemna- 
tion. 


It is a new deal in America. The Roosevelt pro- 


gram of last November has surged forward to break 
the hold which political machines' traditional stand- 
Ing held in the great cities. It does not mean that 
Vare and Mellon are through in Pennsylvania, for 
they are too experienced, too astute and too deter- 
mined to become dismayed by a single setback. With 
them, politics is business, to be taken seriously. 


But the present overthrow of Vare and Mellon does 


have a national application. Mellon particularly had 
come to speak to the average American voter the 
policy of the 
Harding-Coolidge-Hoover 
regimes. 


•Uncle" Andy served In the cabinets of all three, and 
was credited generally with a large part in the for- 
mulation of those policies. His voice was all Impor- 
tant in the molding of tax legislation, and it was he 
who preached unceasingly the doctrine of permitting 
business to shape its course without 
governmental 


Control. It was Mellon who succeeded hi selling the 
American people on the idea that great wealth with 
ft beneficent gesture would provide for the happiness 
fend the well being of the common herd. 


AH of these issues were written into the campaign 


In Pittsburgh and to a lesser degree hi Philadelphia, 
ind the astounding rebuke administered by the vot- 
•rs, for the time being at least, Justifies the state- 
Bnent that the old order is as unpopular today as it 
Iras when In the nation It was buried under a de- 
luge of votes. 


ORNMENTAL LIGHTING ON O STREET. 


REPORTS that it may become necessary to 
abanddon that portion of the ornamental light- 


Ing plan on O street east of Fourteenth should occa- 
Bion the deepest regret. It is a badly needed im- 
provement. The present lighting system, installed 
Seventeen years ago. is inadequate and unattractive. 


The combined surfacing and lighting program for 


O street Is one of great appeal. There is nothing 
which Impresses the casual visitor more than a wide, 
tmooth, well paved street, from which those elements, 
notably street car tracks, have been removed. And at 
night the impression created by a modern system of 
Street lighting is of tremendous value- Over the 
long run, property values are enhanced far more 
than the initial expenditure required for these im- 
provements. 


It is necessary for the sake of economy that the 


Dghting plan shall dovetail Into a program of resur- 
facing O street. While the work is being done, and 
the street is torn up as a result, the conduits carry- 
ing the wires should be laid. There is the added fac- 
tor that a portion of the cost will be met through 
the grant applied for under the public works act. In 
the event that the application made to that body Is 
approved In Washington. And then there is the ad- 
ded benefit of providing work for some of Lincoln's 
•.000 unemployed heads of families, who. unless they 
•re provided with an opportunity to work, must ac- 
cept the repugnant alternative of charity. 


It would be particularly unfortunate should the 


project b» cut off at Fourteenth street. It should run 
through to embrace the original limits.

After the conciliators are appointed a man who 


finds himself deeply Involved; In position to apply for 
voluntary bankruptcy, will go to the conciliator, mak- 
ing a complete statement of his assets and liabilities, 
just as he would be required to set them out in the 
bankruptcy court. The conciliator will then get in 
touch with the creditors and endeavor to bring about 
a composition. 


It Is believed that In this manner many people will 


be able to settle with their creditors with a minimum 
of expense, time and publicity and be able to start 
again with a clean slate. Those to whom debts are 
owing will, it is thought, be willing to settle, realizing 
that If the debtor Is forced into bankruptcy they will 
stand to get less than if voluntary settlement is 
made. 


In New York state a conciliation law has been in 


effect for a number of years and the results are said 
to be highly satisfactory. There the conciliator 
handles many small cases which would otherwise be 
tried in Justice court, the parties to the controversy 
agreeing to abide by the finding of the conciliator. 
They lay the facts before him and he decides the 
matter at issue. In this manner time and costs are 
saved and the outcome is in most cases agreeable to 
all concerned. 


There is no apparent reason why the partial bank- 


ruptcy act should not prove to be equally successful, 
thus bringing speedy relief to great numbers of peo- 
ple who are now worrying their lives away over debts 
which they are unable to take care of. 


REGARDING THE WHEEL TAX, 
JUST because the city of Omaha levies a wheel 


tax on its automobile owners is not a good rea- 


son why Lincoln should adopt the plan. Omaha has 
a number of wrinkles in its city government that 
Lincoln doesn't need or want. Among them is a mu- 
nicipal debt of something like $20,000,000. Another is 
the necessity of providing large sums of money every 
year to pay pensions to retired policemen and fire- 
men, or their widows, some of whom have moved out 
to California. The wheel tax Is just one of the nu- 
merous burdens which have been loaded upon Oma- 
ha's citizens to meet the cost of too much govern- 
mental spending. 


Lincoln now imposes a poll tax of $2 each on male 


voters up to 50 years of age. In Omaha there is 
no such levy; the wheel tax is collected in place of 
it. To soak Lincoln motorists for a wheel tax in ad- 
dition to their poll tax and the numerous other spe- 
cial taxes and license fees they are already paying 
on automobiles, gasoline, oil, and repair parts would 
be piling the load on pretty heavy. 


Poll taxes last year yielded over $17,500 of revenue 


for the city government. If these were abolished and 
the wheel tax substituted, the income from the new 
source would probably be no more. It is very doubt- 
ful whether the city would gain anything by the 
change. 


Anybody who thinks the wheel tax is particularly 


popular at Omaha could get a little enlightenment on 
the subject by investigating how it works. One very 
bad feature is that some 1,200 or more automobiles 
owned and used in Omaha are favored by special ex- 
emption from it. The state furnishes automobile 
plates with a series of special numbers for these ma- 
chines every year, which mark them for preferential 
treatment by the authorities. Any one else who fails 
to pay the wheel tax and get a tag showing he has 
paid is arrested. Naturally, it doesn't sit well with 
see their neighbors 


That isn't the way things are ordinarily done ifl 


Lincoln; and there appears to be no occasion for our 
copying the Omaha scheme in this instance. 


EAST IS EAST. 


NADIR SHAN GHAZI'S sin was his en- 


deavor to initiate the people of his country in- 


to the comforts and conveniences of western civiliza- 
tion. He paid for it with his life, when some of his 
own countrymen murdered him. 


The late king followed Amanullah on October 16, 


1929, and attempted to continue the policies of "west- 
ternizmg" the country. He built roads and bridges, 
and endeavored to Initiate the 
construction of a 


trunk line railway. He sought to adopt western 
methods in farming and business. 


The episode very clearly reveals the gulf between 


Orient and Occident, in Europe, and in America, 
Nadir Ghazi would be hailed as a hero, but in India 
his efforts to relieve poverty and misery took from 
the native tribes one of the heritages to which gen- 
eration after generation had become accustomed. It 
is a difficult psychology for the westerner to under- 
stand. He becomes discontented, dissatisfied, and re- 
bellious when denied those comforts which he be- 
lieves to be his by right of elevated standards of 
living. The Oriental resents the change and innova- 
tion from the standards established so many hun- 
dred years, and has found peace and 
happiness 


through squalor. He has a contempt'for the super- 
ficialities which the westerner seems to believe es- 
sential to living. 


It has been that deep hostility which increased the 


burden of British rule in India. The fact that san- 
itation and health have been Improved, that modern 
implements in agriculture have replaced the crude 
makeshifts formerly employed is a tribute to the 
British In their capacity to administer Colonial gov- 
ernment. "While Afghanistan introduces tribal feel- 
ing not existent In India, no doubt a part of Brit- 
ain's troubles in India arises from the same resent- 
ment against the Intrusion of western Ideals.

\VHITHER, BUSINESS? 
ECONOMIC thought In the United States today 


Is sharply divided between two major groups. 


One large body of men and women look upon the 
NRA and other governmental Interference as a tem- 


i porary trend, and look forward to the return of "nor- 
malcy." The other section insists that there Is no 
"going back." 


Regardless of where our hopes may lie, the facts 


on the table at this date show little support for the 
people who want to "go back." History may repeat 
itself in a thousand ways, but civilization never goes 
back. 


The NRA In Its present form is assuredly tempor- 


ary. The act under which it exists Is definitely lim- 
ited to two years, and If it is re-enacted major 
amendments are virtually certain. But the principle 
of codified and regulated Industry, attempts at sta- 
bilized purchasing power through currency control. 
minimum wages, old age pensions, and other social 
objectives will not so soon be laid aside. 


If regimented business were to be abolished, na- 


turally the initiative for overthrow of the regulations 
would come from business. But what has happened? 
Gerard Swope. head of one of the largest industrial 
corporations in the world, has come forward with 
what he hopes will be a permanent plan of co-ordi- 
nation. His scheme differs from the NRA in that 
the control would be largely by and within industry. 
But even In his plan, he has made room for an ab- 
solute governmental veto. 


Swope's plan has the support of many industrial 


leaders. Others object, some clinging to the NRA 
idea of governmental supervision, and others desir- 
ing independence. But the fact remains that Indus- 
try itself is thinking more of regulation than unlim- 
ited competition. 


The present age appears to be suffering the labor 


pains of a new economic era. The frontier is gone 
and the urgent necessity of adjusting a nation to the 
resources at hand Is constantly pushing itself into 
public consideration with growing vigor. 


Today and tomorrow will bring decisions that may 


rock the course of the ship of state back and forth. 
America's citizens need courage and patience In the 
face of the vexatious debates that will occur. The 
path will be only more difficult if the people bend 
with every gust of wind, instead of remaining fast 
and true to their ideals and consciences.

Hudkins, rough-and-tumble 
"Ne- 


braska wildcat" of the prize ring 
and one-time contender for the 
world's welterweight and "middle- 
weight championships, was in trou- 
ble again today as well as in jail. 


Hudkins only recently was dis- 
charged from a hospital, where he 
lay near death several weeks after 
being shot by a Hollywood cafe 
manager who said that the "Wild- 
cat" was annoying guests. The Ace 
had just returned from Honolulu. 
Today, Hudkins was in jail at 


San Pedro, on the waterfront, with 
his friend, Dave Chalmers, a Holly- 
wood salesman, booked on suspicion 
of assault. 


Chalmers, police said, induced 


Hudkins to accompany him on a 
mission of revenge to the home of 
George R. Kerchoff, whose step- 
daughter, Mrs. Frances Chalmers, is 
Chalmers' wife. 


"Beat Up" Both Intruders. 


Kerchoff said that Mr. and Mrs. 
Chalmers had not been living to- 
gether recently. Police said that 
Kerchoff "beat up" both Chalmers 
and Hudkins. 


"They both came at me after I 


knocked Chalmers down, and I had 
to take Hudkins' gun away from 
him before they would be quiet," 
Kerchoff told police. 


"He never had a Tlove on me," 


smiled Kerchoff, who used to battle 
as a heavyweight in the old Mission 
club in San Francisco. 


Police said they were informed 
Hudkins later appeared at a service 
station, ordered gasoline and, when 
payment was demanded, showed 
the attendant the butt end of a 
revolver. It was on this informa- 
tion the -pair was booked for suspi- 
cion of robbery.

etary unit, were brisk in demand iin the 
early hours and the ticker tape frequently 
lagged behind floor transactions.

taking shaded the best advances, but trad- 
ing slowed down on realizing. Gains ol 1 
to 2 or more points predominated. Ster- 
ling soared to around $5.06, up around 8 
cents and French francs reached/ n new 
high at 6 22 cents.

Wheat Jumped 2 cents a bushel today the 


moment trading began. Sensational up- 
turns in British exchange, together with 
a fresh advance of Washington quotations 
on gold, gave new impetus to buying of 
grains. 
Opening 1 cent to 2 cents up, 


wheat afterward rose further. Corn start- 
ed at '/< to % cent gain, and continued 
strong. 
Wheat soon showed 3 cents a bushel rise 
overnight. Trade leaders emphasized that 
belated public recognition of the signifi- 
cance of Washington measures to hoist 
gold values was beginning to be felt in all 
markets. Lack of any previous experience 
on the part of the speculative public with 
any similar monetary change, it was as- 
serted had been responsible lor slowness 
of realization of the inevitable effect. In- 
cluding a pronounced upturn 
on grain 


prices. 
Enlarged buying of wheat carried that 


cereal to the highest level since October 5. 
Commission house trade not only in wheat 
but in corn and oats was much increased 
with profit taking sales readily absorbed. 
Contributing to improved trade sentiment 
was the fact that domestic primary re- 
ceipts of wheat today totaled but 246.000 
bushels, the smallest aggregate yet this 
season. 
Corn and oats paralleled wheat 


price upturns, and were responsive also 
to Illinois reports that 1933 corn yields 
were the poorest that had been seen in 
recent years. 
Provisions went higher -with grains. 
About mid-session, wheat was 2% to 2% 


cents above yesterday's finish, and corn 
was I'/i to 1% cents up. 
Corn receipts in Chicago today totaled 


184 cars, a week ago 257, and

ago 236. 
Country offerings of corn were somewhat 


larger as a result of advanced prices for 
futures. Eastern demand was fair. Houses 
with country connections were buyers ol 
futures off and on during the day, and 
the May sold at the highest level sines 
October 2.
